sion  President  N.  Eldon  Tanner  of  the 
First  Presidency  admonished  church 
members  ,  to  prepare  themselves  for 
temple  marriage  through  careful, 
prayerful  consideration  of  a  partner. 
He  also  stressed  that  in  marriage,  “it  is 
more  important  to  build  an  at¬ 
mosphere  of  love  and  harmony  and 
spirituality  in  the  home  than  to  con¬ 
centrate  on  material  possessions.” 

A  message  of  the  resurrection  and 
mission  of  Jesus  Christ  was  delivered 
by  Elder  David  B.  Haight  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  of  the  Twelve  at  the  same  meeting. 
“We  testify,  as  did  the  apostles  of  old, 
that  this  same  Jesus,  taken  up  into 
heaven  as  men  watched,  will  return  ... 
attended  by  the  hosts  of  heaven,”  to 
reclaim  His  church,  he  said. 

The  Saturday  night  priesthood  ses¬ 
sion  was  carried  by  cable  and  satellite 
to  male  members  of  the  church  in  1,924 
locations  throughout  the  world,  in¬ 
cluding  congregations  in  Australia, 
Korea,  the  Philippines  and  the 


Dominican  Republic.  During  that  ses¬ 
sion  Elder  A.  Theodore  Tuttle  of  the 
First  Quorum  of  the  Seventy  ad¬ 
monished  church  members  to  work 
with  renewed  vigor  on  genealogical 
work.  “This  work  welds  eternal  links 
that  bind  us  to  each  other  and  to  our 
fathers,”  he  said. 

President  Marion  G.  Romney  of  the 
First  Presidency,  as  the  concluding 
speaker  of  the  priesthood  session, 
departed  from  his  prepared  address 
and  offered  his  testimony  of  the  gospel. 
He  called  Presidents  Kimball  and 
Tanner  “men  without  guile,”  and  ex¬ 
pressed  his  desire  “to  remain  faithful 
all  the  days  of  my  life. 

“This  is  a  great  era  of  the  world’s 
history  in  which  we  live,”  he  said,  “It  is 
the  time  spoken  of  by  the  Savior, 
which  will  try  men’s  souls.”  He  con¬

LDS  Church  history 
reviewed  by  Prophet

Speaking  from  the  Peter  Whitmer 
Farm  in  Fayette,  New  York,  President 
Spencer  W.  Kimball  reminded  viewers 
Sunday  of  the  eventful  and  important 
history  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints. 

“This  great  sesquicentennial  has 
brought  us  all  close  to  the  beginnings 
of  this  dispensation.  We  have  been 
refreshed  because  of  these  reminders. 
But  even  as  we  speak  about  beginn¬ 
ings,  events  of  the  world  remind  us 
that  we  are  moving  closer  to  the  ending 
of  this  dispensation,”  he  said. 

The  church  president’s  remarks  dur¬ 
ing  the  annual  general  conference  were 
broadcast  via  live  satellite  from  the 
newly  constructed  Fayette  branch 
chapel.  As  part  of  the  sesquicentennial 
anniversary,  President  Kimball 
dedicate/!  the  chapel  and  the 
reconstructed  Peter  Whitmer  Farm, 
site  of  the  orgainzation  of  the  church 
150  years  ago. 

“Viewed  in  perspective,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  years  isn’t  really  a  long  time, 
even  in  human  history.  It  is  but  a  mo¬ 
ment  in  eternity.  Individuals  and  in¬ 
stitutions  are  measured  by  deeds,  not 
days  —  by  service,  not  centuries.  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
.  Saints  has  compressed  many  signifi¬ 
cant  accomplishments  in  the  last  150 
years.  We  don’t  have  to  be  old  to  be 
great,”  the ; 85-year-old  prophet  said. 

Expressing  appreciation  for  the 
diligence  of  the  11  church  presidents 
who  preceded  him,  President  Kimball 
remarked,  “One  cannot  study  the 


history  of  the  church  without  being  im¬ 
pressed  with  how  steadfast  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  saints  have  always  been  in 
the  midst  of  difficulty. 

“We  want  to  keep  the  faith  With  that 
small  but  noble  band  of  souls  who 
assembled  in  the  Peter  Whitmer  home 
150  years  ago  to  organize  the  church  as 
a  religious  society.  We  can  keep  the 
faith,  in  part,  by  helping  the  church  to 
grow  in  numbers  and  also  in 
spirituality,”  he  said. 

President  Kimball  also  commented 
on  the  growth  of  the  membership, 
stakes  and  missionaries  in  the  field. 
“We  can  also  tell  that  we  are  making 
progress  by  the  attention  we  get  from 
the  adversary.  Do  not  falter  nor  be  dis¬ 
tressed  when  others  misrepresent  us, 
sometimes  deliberately,  and 
sometimes  in  ignorance.  This  has  been 
the  lot  of  the  Lord’s  people  from  the 
beginning,  and  it  will  be  no  different  in 
our  time,”  the  Prophet  advised. 

“The  history  of  the  church  is  essen¬ 
tially  the  history  of  its  individual 
members.  One  of  the  best  ways  to 
celebrate  righteous  history  is  to  make 
more  righteous  history,”  he  said. 

“Pray  for  the  critics  of  the  church 
and  love  your  enemies.  Use  wisdom  in 
what  you  say  and  do,  so  that  we  do  not 
give  cause  to  others  who  hold  the 
church  or  its  people  in  disrepute.  Do 
not  be  surprised  or  dismayed  if  trials 
and  challenges  come  upon  us.  This 
work,  which  Satan  seeks  in  vain  to  tear 
down,  is  that  which  God  has  placed  on 
earth  to  lift  mankind  up,”  the  prophet 
said.

Christmas  and  New  Years  in  captivity. 
Easter  Sunday  was  their  155th  day  at 
the  occupied  embassy. 

Three  American  clergymen,  Capudji 
and  two  unidentified  Iranian  clerics 
conducted  services  for  the  50  hostages, 
who  were  reportedly  divided  into  small 
groups  of  five  or  six  each  for  a  series  of 
separate  religious  services  held  over  a 
six-hour  period. 

On  Saturday,  the  Vatican’s 
representative  delivered  holiday  gifts 
of  fruit,  chocolate  and  clothing  to  the 
embassy.  Foreign  Minister  Sadegh 
Ghotbzadeh  announced  that  a  decision 
had  been  reached  on  the  hostage 
transfer  but  that  it  would  not  be  made 
public  until  Monday. 

It  is  understood  the  council  will  seek 
approval  from  Iranian  revolutionary 
leader  Ayatollah  Ruhollah  Khomeini 
before  making  any  formal  statement. 

The  Pars  report  on  the  international 
commission  said:  “According  to  the 
sources,  members  of  the  commission 
who  are  in  Tehran  now  would  soon  give 
explanations  on  the  procedure  of  their 
work.” 


The  members  of  the  commission 
have  reportedly  been  involved  as  inter¬ 
mediaries  between  the  American  and 
Iranian  governments. 

In  a  telephone  interview,  Lang  said 
the  group’s  only  job  would  be  to  pave 
the  way  for  moving  the  hostages  to 
government  control  and  that  the 
proposal  was  being  discussed  with 
government  and  militants  represen¬ 
tatives. 

The  Carter  administration,  reacting 
to  the  failure  of  efforts  to  transfer 
custody  of  the  U.S.  hostages  in  Tehran 
to  the  Iranian  government,  might 
decide  on  a  new  package  of  sanctions 
against  Iran  “within  24  hours,”  of¬ 
ficials  said  Sunday. 

The  sanctions  would  include,  at  the 
least,  a  U.S. -Iran  trade  embargo  that 
would  affect  all  commodities  except 
food  and  medicine  and  more  reduc¬ 
tions  in  the  number  of  Iranian 
diplomats  allowed  in  the  United 
States. 

Other  items  might  be  involved  in  the 
package,  said  one  of  the  officials  who 
asked  for  anonymity.

With  subjects  including  welfare, 
marriage,  genealogy,  opposition,  the 
resurrection  and  modern  day  revela¬ 
tion,  LDS  leaders  addressed  church 
members  during  six  sessions  of  the  ses¬ 
quicentennial  conference  this 
weekend. 

Elders  from  the  church’s  guiding 
councils,  speaking  in  sessions  held  Fri¬ 
day,  Saturday  and  Sunday,  made  fre¬ 
quent  mention  of  its  growth  and 
heritage,  and  called  for  the  saints  to 
prepare  themselves  against  stronger 
opposition  in  the  coming  years. 

In  Sunday  afternoon’s  closing  ses¬ 
sion  Elder  Bruce  R.  McConkie  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  reviewed  the 
persecution  which  early  saints  were 
forced  to  undergo,  but  added  that 
modern-day  members  will  be  faced 
with  even  greater  hardships.  “We  shall 
yet  face  greater  perils;  we  shall  yet  be 
tested  with  more  severe  trials,”  he 
said,  “and  we  shall  yet  weep  more 
tears  of  sorrow  than  we  have  yet 
known.” 

The  subject  of  modern-day  revela¬ 
tion  was  addressed  by  Elder  Boyd  K. 
Packer  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve, 
who  said,  “There  has  come,  these  last 
several  years,  a  succession  of  announ¬ 
cements  that  show  our  day  to  be  a  day 
of  intense  revelation;  equaled, 
perhaps,  only  in  those  days  of  beginn¬ 
ing  150  years  ago.”

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The  rush  to  the  Peruvian  Embassy 
began  Friday  when  Cuban  authorities 
withdrew  police  from  guard  duty  out¬ 
side  the  compound. 

President  Fidel  Castro’s  communist 
government  said  the  action  was  taken 
because  a  policeman  was  killed  there 
Tuesday  during  a  gunfight.  The  fight 
started  when  six  Cubans  seeking 
asylum  crashed  a  bus  through  the  em¬ 
bassy  gate. 

Three  occupants  of  the  bus  repor¬ 
tedly  were  wounded  during  the  break 
in  and  gunfight. 

Peru’s  Foreign  Ministry  said  it  was 
appealing  to  Havana’s  diplomatic 
community,  the  U.N.  High  Commis¬ 
sion  for  Refugees  and  the  International 
Red  Cross  “for  humanitarian  support 
to  help  the  many  people  suffering  the 
consequences  of  being  deprived  of  food 
and  necessary  services.” 

Lack  of  food,  water  and  other 
necessary  services  was  taking  its  toll  as 
more  Cubans  enter  the  embassy 
grounds.  Some  of  them  Cubans  packed 
inside  the  compound  were  suffering 
from  dehydration,  sunstroke,  gastroen¬ 
teritis  and  trauma,  the  Foreign 
Ministry  communique  said. 

It  did  not  say  how  many  persons  had 
been  injured  by  the  objects  thrown  in¬ 
side  the  compound  by  prorCastro 
Cubans  on  the  outside. 

“The  Peruvian  Foreign  Ministry 
hopes  that  the  quick  aid  requested  will 
permit  the  alleviation  of  the  situation 
for  these  people,”  the  communique 
said. 

“There  are  people  in  the  branches  of 
the  trees,  on  top  of  the  destroyed  iron 
grating  and  even  on  the  roof  of  the  em¬ 
bassy,”  Jorge  Gordillo,  public  relations 
chief  for  the  Foreign  Ministry,  said. 

Peruvian  officials  reported  3,000 
Cubans  were  inside  the  compound 
Saturday  night,  and  that  figure 
doubled  and  then  tripled  as  thousands 
more  rushed  to  the  embassy  on  Easter 
Sunday. 

Peruvian  sources  said  the  Cuban  ac-  , 
tion  was  taken  in  reprisal  for  alleged  j 
Peruvian  encouragement  of  24  Cuban  . 
dissidents  who  in  recent  weeks  used 
force  to  enter  the  Peruvian  Embassy, 
seeking  political  asylum. 


Involuntary  sterilizations  aired

More  than  749  people  were  sterilized  at  the  Utah 
State  Hospital  and  the  State  Training  School  at 
American  Fork  between  1935  and  1974  under  a  1929 
statute  still  on  the  books,  according  to  hospital 
spokesmen. 

Most  of  the  involuntary  tubal  ligations,  vasec¬ 
tomies  or  hysterectomies  were  performed  on  mentally 
retarded  training  school  inmates,  said  Dr.  Paul 
Sagers,  director  of  the  State  Division  of  Mental 
Retardation  and  past  director  of  the  State  Training 
School. 

The  most  Utah  sterilizations  took  place  during  the 
1940s.  Sagers  said  337  were  sterilized  during  that 
decade. 

“I  can’t  say  why  there  were  more  then  than  there 
are  now,”  he  said,  “I  can  just  speak  for  my  own  ad¬ 
ministration.  During  my  administration  from  1967  to 
1979  we  had  42  sterilizations.  That’s  about  three  and 
a  half  per  year.” 

Janina  Chilton,  Utah  State  Hospital  spokeswoman 
said  the  hospital  had  eight  sterilizations  during  1943 
to  1948,  but  hasn’t  had  any  since. 

“The’re  may  have  been  a  couple  before  that  time, 
but  we  don’t  have  a  record  of  it,”  she  said.  “It  seems 
to  have  been  a  bigger  practice  to  sterilize  people  dur¬ 
ing  those  years,  but  it  wasn’t  done  indiscriminately.” 

The  original  1929  state  law.  has  allowed  directors  of 
facilities  for  the  mentally  retarded  to  order  opera¬ 
tions  for  persons  “affected  with  habitual,  degenerate 
criminal  tendencies,  insanity,  imbecility,  feeble¬ 
mindedness  or  epilepsy”  with  the  “probable  poten¬ 
tial  of  having  socially  inadequate  offspring  likewise 
affected.” 

The  offspring  clause  of  the  law  was  replaced  in 
1961  with  different  language  concerning  patients  who 
were  “incapable  of  fulfilling  the  functions  of 
parenthood,”  Sagers  said.  Other  revisions  have  taken 
place  since,  stating  proceedings  can  only  be  initiated 
in  state  courts.  Paul  Tinker,  deputy  Utah  Attorney 
General  said  sterilizations  can  be  ordered  only  when 
public  safety  is  in  jeopardy  and  everyone  has  a  right 
to  appeal  the  case  to  a  higher  court. 

Although  prison  inmates  in  other  states  have 
received  involuntary  sterilization  in  the  past,  Utah 
State  Prison  officials  say  they  can’t  recall  any  similar

operations  in  Utah.  But  one  prisoner  successfully 
fought  a  court  battle  to  prevent  sterilization,  ac¬ 
cording  to  prison  psychologist  Allan  Poe. 

The  psychologist  said  he  also  remembers  giving  an 
intelligence  test  to  an  inmate  who  told  him  he  was 
castrated  at  the  State  Training  School.  The  patient 
thought  it  was  a  routine  procedure  at  the  hospital, 
according  to  Poe. 

Sagers  said  decisions  to  sterilize  were  based  on  the 
promiscuity  of  an  individual  and  the  possibilities  of 
some  inmates  becoming  pregnant  who  were  in- 
capabile  of  handling  parenthood.  He  said  he  vetoed 
some  requests  for  sterilization  operations  because 


parents  were  against  it  or  the  inmates  had  a 
“possibility  of  being  a  good  parent.” 

“We  would  have  a  medical,  psychology  artd  a  social 
team  review  any  recomendations  before  I  would  file  a 
petition  in  court  for  an  operation,”  Sagers  said.  “We 
always  worked  with  parental  or  guardian  assistance.” 

Sometimes  the  parents  in  the  community  would 
seek  operations  for  their  children  at  the  training 
school,  he  said.  “I  felt  some  of  those  released  in  the 
community  needed  this  type  of  protection.” 

Sagers  said  Utah  law  “protects  the  people  very 
well”  from  any  abuses  and  “is  a  model  state  for 
others  to  follow.”

Afghans  kill  Soviet  general  in  raid 


NEW  DELHI,  India  —  Afghan  guerrillas  siezed 
the  important  Soviet-occupied  air  base  at 
Bagram,  43  miles  north  of  Kabul,  after  bloody 
fighting  in  which  75  government  troops  and  a  Rus¬ 
sian  general  were  killed,  Radio  Pakistan  said  Sun¬ 
day  night. 

Reports  reaching  here  from  Kabul  said  Soviet 
jet  and  helicopter  gunships  had  inflicted  heavy 
casualties  on  the  Moslem  rebels  and  killed  thou- 


ATHENS,  Greece  —  American  Navy  pilots

N.  Y.  transit  strike  leader  eyes  end 

NEW  YORK  —  The  leader  of  35,000  striking 
bus  and  subway  workers  said  Sunday  that  he  saw 
hope  for  an  end  this  week  to  the  walkout  that  has 
left  5.4  million  daily  riders  scrambling  for  other 
ways  to  get  around  town. 

“But  I  wouldn’t  bet  on  Monday,”  said  John  E. 
Lawe,  president  of  Local  100  of  the  Transport 
Workers  Union,  whose  members  walked  off  the  job 
last  Tuesday. 

A  week  without  holidays  ahead  and.  a  reopening 
of  schools  after  the  Easter  recess  is  expected  to 
jam  traffic  and  test  again  the  stamina  of  involun¬ 
tary  pedestrians  unable  to  find  alternate  transpor¬ 
tation. 

In  a  WNBC-TV  interview,  Lawe  said  “some 
progress”  had  been  made  during  a  Saturday 
bargaining  session  in  which  “we  started  putting 
the  pieces  back  together  again.” 

Another  full-scale  bargaining  session  was  set  for 
late  Sunday  night. 


Carter,  Reagan  win, 
dim  rivals  chances 
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NEW  ORLEANS 
(AP)  —  As  the  1980 
presidential  campaign 
entered  a  two-week  lull, 
President  Carter  and 
Ronald  Reagan 
celebrated  lopsided 
weekend  primary  vic¬ 
tories  in  Louisiana  that 
further  dimmed  the 
White  House  ambitions 
of  their  rivals. 

Carter  moved  another 
step  closer  to  winning  the 
Democratic  presidential 
nomination  as  he  beat 
Sen.  Edward  M.  Ken¬ 
nedy  by  a  better  than  2-1 
margin,  reinforcing  the 
view  that  the 
Pennsylvania  primary  on 
April  22  will  be  a  make- 
or-break  contest  for  Ken¬ 
nedy. 

Reagan’s  victory 
margin  over  former  U.N. 
Ambassador  George 
Bush  was  even  more  im¬ 
pressive.  The  former 
California  governor 
trounced  Bush  by  a 
nearly  4-1  margin  in  the 
GOP  primary.  Like  Ken¬ 
nedy,  Bush  faces  a  must- 
win  situation  in 
Pennsylvania. 

Saturday’s  balloting 
marked  Louisiana’s  first 
presidential  primary, 
but  only  about  20  per¬ 
cent  of  the  state’s  2 
million  voters  turned 
out.  State  election  of¬ 
ficials,  who  had  forecast 
a  turnout  of  25  percent  to 
30  percent,  said  Easter 
weekend  may,  have  been 
a  factor  in  the  light 
voting. 

In  scoring  a  fourth 
primary  victory  in  his 


native  South,  Carter 
took  56  percent  of  the 
popular  vote  to  Ken¬ 
nedy’s  22  percent  and 
won  39  of  Louisiana’s  51 
national  convention 
delegates  in  the  process. 
Kennedy  picked  up  12 
delegates. 

The  rest  of  the  vote 
went  into  the  un- 
commmitted  column 
and  to  minor  candidates. 
California  Gov.  Edmund 
G.  Brown  Jr.,  who  has 
withdrawn  from  the  race, 
got  5  percent  while  for¬ 
mer  Mississippi  Gov. 
Cliff  Finch  got  3  percent. 

With  all  but  three  of 
the  state’s  2,902 
precincts  counted,  Car¬ 
ter  won  199,221  votes  to 
Kennedy’s  80,594.  On 
the  GOP  side,  Reagan 
had  31,256,  or  74  per¬ 
cent,  to  Bush’s  8,066,  or 
19  percent. 

In  Louisiana,  the 
president  increased  his 
delegate  count 
nationwide  to  891,  com¬ 
pared  with  439  for  Ken¬ 
nedy.  A  total  of  1,666 
convention  delegate 
votes  is  needed  for  the 
nomination.

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Three  more  hostages  freed, 
20  others  held  by  guerrillas 


BOGOTA,  Colombia 
(AP)  —  Guerrillas  oc¬ 
cupying  the  Dominican 
Republic  Embassy  freed 
three  hostages  on  Easter 
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Sunday  but  kept  20 
others  captive,  including 
U.S.  Ambassador  Diego 
Asencio. 

The  three  released 
men,  casually  dressed 
and  carrying  handbags, 
walked  out  of  the  em¬ 
bassy  at  4:45  p.m.  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  man 
identified  by  police  as  a 
Red  Cross  volunteer  who 
entered  the  embassy 
Sunday  morning. 

They  were  not  im¬ 
mediately  identified,  but 
their  release  had  been 
promised  by  the  M-19 


guerrillas  who  had  said 
they  would  free  all  non- 
diplomatic  personnel 
during  the  Holy  Week. 

It  was  believed  that 
only  one  person  who  does 
not  have  diplomatic 
status  was  still  being 
held  in  the  embassy.  The 
other  hostages  are  all 
foreign  diplomats,  and 
Easter  was  their  40th  day 
as  prisoners  of  the  20-30 
guerrillas  who  stormed 
the  embassy  during  a 
reception  Feb.  27. 


Negotiators  for  the 


government  and 
guerrillas  were  to  meet 
again  Monday,  and  a 
government  source  said, 
“The  negotiations  are 
entering  a  clearer  phase 
as  both  parties  begin  to 
examine  each  other’s 
proposed  formulas, 
which  have  been  ob¬ 
tained  in  writing.” 

The  '  guerrillas  ap¬ 
parently  have  not 
yielded  on  their  demand 
that  at  least  28  alleged 
political  prisoners  be 
released  from  Colombian 
jails.

He  recommended  a 
comprehensive  study,  but  said  such  a  program  “con¬ 
tinues  being  obstructed  by  bureaucratic  structures 
and  untrustworthy  elements.”

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Strong  earthquakes,  ash 
measured  at  St.  Helens 


VANCOUVER,  Wash.  (AP)  — 
Several  strong  earthquakes  that 
measured  more  than  4.0  on  the  Richter 
scale  rocked  Mount  St.  Helens  Easter 
Sunday  and  new  ash  was  found  on  the 
volcano,  authorities  said. 

But  scientists  said  the  volcano’s  ac- 
;  tivity  may  be  reaching  a  “plateau”  in 
comparison  to  Thursday  and  Friday 
when  harmonic  tremors  were  inter¬ 
preted  to  mean  a  violent  eruption  was 
imminent. 

A  U.S.  Forest  Service  helicopter 
broke  through  the  dismal  weather  Sun¬ 
day  and  landed  at  the  5,000-foot  Plains 
of  Abraham  on  the  northeast  slope  of 
the  9,677-foot  peak.  New  ash  deposits 
up  to  three  inches  deep  were  recorded, 

:  said  Rich  Scott,  Forest  Service 
spokesman. 

Clouds  shrouded  the  peak  and  the 
fresh  ash  was  the  only  way  observers 
knew  the  volcano  continued  to  erupt. 

About  six  inches  of  fresh  snow  also 
fell  on  the  mountain,  Scott  said. 

After  a  relatively  quiet  day  of 
seismic  activity  Saturday,  a 
background  of  small  earthquakes 
resumed  Sunday,  punctuated  by  three 
quakes  exceeding  4.0  on  the  Richter 
scale. 

“What  we’re  seeing  now  is  the  same 
group  of  events”  that  occurred  before 
the  harmonic  tremors  began,  said  Don 
Mullineaux,  a  U.S.  Geological  Survey 
;  volcanologist.  “It’s  fair  to  say  we  may 
be  reaching  a  plateau.” 

The  volcano  in  southwestern 
Washington  erupted  March  27  for  the 
first  time  in  123  years.  It  is  the  first 
volcano  to  erupt  in  the  contiguous  Un¬ 
ited  States  in  65  years. 

No  lava  has  been  seen  during  the 
eruptions.  Ash  has  dusted  a  large  area 
including  Portland,  Ore.,  about  50 
miles  to  the  southwest. 

University'  of  Washington 


seismologists  found  that  a  harmonic 
tremor  had  occurred  about  noon  Satur¬ 
day,  the  Forest  Service  spokesman 
said,  but  it  was  overlooked  earlier 
because  it  was  so  weak. 

The  steady  harmonic  tremors,  which 
had  begun  last  week  but  began  dying 
out  Friday,  indicate  the  movement  of 
magma  within  the  volcano,  scientists 
said. 

Studies  of  the  gas  plumes  that  have 
been  blasted  from  the  mountain  since 
it  began  erupting  show  some  sulfer. 
Dave  Johnston  said  there  has  been  no 
sign  of  hydrogen,  carbon-dioxide  or 
methane  “which  we  would  find  if  a  ma¬ 
jor  active  eruption  occurred.” 

The  survey  said  it  was  possible  for  a 
Skykomish,  Wash.,  man  to  have  clim¬ 
bed  to  the  top  of  the  mountain  Thurs¬ 
day. 

Richard  Hoblitt  of  the  survey  said  he 
picked  up  a  hitchhiker  who  claimed  he 
had  made  the  trek. 

Fred  R.  Miller,  told  the  Seattle 
Times  he  made  the  climb  “because  it 
was  a  novel  experience.” 

The  cloud  cover  grounded  Forest 
Service  flights  over  the  mountain  early 
Sunday  but  the  pilots  expressed  more 
interest  in  celebrating  Easter  by 
watching  the  Seattle  SuperSonics  and 
the  Portland  Trail  Blazers  in  a 
National  Basketball  Association 
playoff  game  on  television,  a 
spokeswoman  said.  The  Sonics  won. 

Meanwhile,  60  National  Guard 
troopers  were  camped  out  in  the  rain  in 
tents. 

“We  tried  to  get  them  to  put  up  in  a, 
motel,  but  the  state  wouldn’t  go  for  it,  ” 
Maj.  John  Griggs  said. 

The  troops,  which  reported ,  Satur¬ 
day  for  crowd  control,  moved  road¬ 
blocks  about  five  miles  further  away 
from  the  volcano. 


World's  peoples  need 
basics  of  'food,  love'

The  first  and  most  basic  need  of  the  population  of 
this  earth  is  food  and  the  second  is  love  of  friends,  the 
Lord  and  a  companion,  according  to  C.  Booth 
Wallentine,  executive  vice  president  of  the  Utah 
Farm  Bureau. 

Wallentine  spoke  to  students,  faculty  and  friends 
in  agricultural  sciences  at  the  annual  Agriculture 
Recognition  and  Awards  Banquet  last  Thursday 
evening. 

The  banquet  was  the  high  point  of  the  Agriculture 
Week  activities  sponsored  by  the  College  of 
Biological  and  Agricultural  Sciences  and  in  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  Ezra  Taft  Benson  Agriculture  and  Food 
Institute  and  ASBYU. 

Wallentine  commented  that  BYU  is  committed  to 
the  two  basic  needs  of  tnan,  and  the  Benson  Institute 
is  dedicated  to  raise  the  quality  of  food  for  man 
everywhere.  “Mankind  will  benefit  from  the  work 
that  is  done  by  the  Benson  Institute,”  he  said. 

The  Benson  Institute  was  started  in  1975  and  has 
developed  a  variety  of  programs  designed  to  improve 
the  quality  of  life  in  developing  countries  and  in 
North  America.  The  Institute  supports  research  and 
training  in  agriculture,  food  science  and  nutrition 
and  disseminates  the  results  through  newsletters, 
research  reports  and  other  publications. 

“Most  Americans  don’t  know  much  about 
hunger,”  Wallentine  said,  “The  first  freedom  of  all  is 
freedom  from  hunger.” 

Wallentine  added  that  freedom  is  not,  the  usual 
condition  of  man.  Most  of  the  people  who  have  died 
or  are  living  today  have  no  knowledge  of  freedom. 

According  to  Wallentine,  the  three  most  important 
documents  of  freedom  that  we  have  today  are  the  10 
Commandments,  the  “Lord’s  Prayer,”  and  the 
Declaration  of  Independance.  He  stated  that  these 
documents  are  all  in  a  simplistic  state  and  “excess 
government  regulations  tend  to  destroy  it  all.”  He 
added,  “Regulations  are  not  declarations  of 
freedom.” 

According  to  Wallentine,  price  controls  on  the  food 
supply  only  reduces  the  amount  of  food  available  and 
continued  controls  on  gas  production  and  research 
actually  produces  less  gas  and  not  more. 

“Because  of  the  ban  on  pesticides,  insects  will  eat 
approximately  9  billion  board-feet  of  lumber,  and 
that  is  enough  lumber  to  take  care  of  all  the  housing 
needs  of  Utah  for  the  next  five  years,”  Wallentine 
said.

/  gains  coal  research  contract 

Researchers  at  BYU  have  received  a  $71,000 
research  contract  from  Utah  Power  and  Light  Com¬ 
pany  to  study  ways  to  prevent  explosions  and  fires  in 
coal-fired  power  plants. 

The  one-year  study  will  involve  investigating  dif¬ 
ferent  ways  of  feeding  pulverized  coal  dust  into  the 
large  furnaces  in  coal-fired  plants,  according  to  Dr.  L. 
Douglas  Smoot,  dean  of  the  College  of  Engineering 
Sciences  and  Technology  at  BYU  and  director  of  the 
research  project. 

Dr.  Smoot  said  that  with  current  methods  coal  is 
pulverized  and  fed  into  furnaces  with  an  air  stream. 
Under  unusual  conditions,  this  stream  of  coal  dust 
and  hot  air  feed  can  ignite,  causing  fires  or  explosions 
in  the  plants. 

Drs.  John  Cannon  and  Geoffery  Germane, 
mechanical  engineers  at  BYU,  will  investigate  ways 
of  feeding  the  coal  wthout  the  air  stream.  As  one 
alternative,  they  will  consider  the  use  of  the  flue  gas 
from  the  power  plants,  which  is  less  reactive  than  air, 
as  the  coal  carrier.

WASHINGTON  (AP) 
—  President  Carter 
resorts  again  to  summit 
diplomacy  this  week  in 
an  effort  to  preserve  the 
outstanding  foreign 
policy  accomplishment 
of  his  administration, 
the  Camp  David  peace 
process. 

Carter  will  be  host  to 
President  Anwar  Sadat 
of  Egypt  for  three  days  of 
discussions,  starting 
'with  Sadat’s  arrival 
.  Monday  afternoon.  Next 
week,  Israeli  Prime 
Minister  Menachem 
Begin  will  meet  with 
Carter  for  two  days. 

No  three-way  summit 
along  the  lines  of  the 
1978  Camp  David 
meeting  is  now 
scheduled.  But 
American  and  Egyptian 
officials  say  that  such  a 
meeting  could  occur 
later. 

Looming  over  the  sum¬ 
mit  talks  is  the  May  26 
“target  date”  for  comple¬ 
tion  of  a  plan  to  grant 
autonomy  to  the  West 
Bank  and  Gaza  Strip, 
the  next  phase  en¬ 
visioned  by  the  Camp 
David  peace  terms.  The 
three  leaders  set  the  May 
26  goal  for  themselves 
when  they  signed  the 
Egypt-Israel  peace  treaty 
last  year. 

Thus  far,  Egypt  and 
Israel,  with  the  help  of 
American  mediators, 
have  not  come  close  to 
resolving  their  difficult 
and  bitter  differences 
over  how  to  deal  with  the 
two  territories,  which 
Israel  has  occupied  since 
1967  and  which  are  home 
to  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  Palestinian  Arabs. 

If  the  three  nations  ul¬ 
timately  fail,  the  entire 
Camp  David  process 
could  be  jeopardized. 
Although  the  1979  peace 
treaty  is  not  legally 
dependent  on  the  suc¬ 
cessful  completion  of  an 
autonomy  plan,  there  are 
links,  both  on  paper  and 
in  the  minds  of  the  par¬ 
ticipants.

LDS  Church  members  throughout 
the  worl&  looked  into  the  past  and 
toward  the  future  as  the  church 
celebrated  its  150th  birthday  this  past 
weekend  in  connection  with  the  semi¬ 
annual  General  Conference. 

The  progress  of  the  church  in  the 
past  sesquicentennial  was  outlined  as 
thousands  of  members  were  able  to, 
hear  words  of  the  LDS  leaders,  spoken 
both  from  a  modern  pulpit  on  Temple 
Square  and  in  a  New  York  farmhouse 
where  the  church  was  organized  in 
1830. 

From  its  modest  beginning,  through 
severe  persecution,  to  the  nearly  4.5 
million  members  of  today,  “the  LDS 
Church  has  grown  consistently  and 
broadly,  as  men  and  women  in  many 
lands  have  embraced  the  doctrine  and 
entered  the  waters  of  baptism,”  said 
the  First  Presidency  in  a  proclamation 
delivered  to  the  world. 

Congregations  of  Latter-day  Saints 
are  found  throughout  the  world  and 
over  30,000  missionaries  carry  the 
restored  gospel  to  81  nations  in  26 
languages,  President  Kimball  said. 

Ian  D.  and  Anne  Swanney,  a  couple 
from  northern  England,  traveled  to 
Salt  Lake  for  the  conference.  “It’s  like 
coming  home.  We  find  American  peo¬ 
ple  very  friendly  and  it’s  great  to  be  at 
the  headquarters  of  the  church.” 

As  President  Kimball  spoke  from 
the  restored  farmhouse  of  Peter  Whit- 
mer,  he  acknowledged  the  modern 
technology  which  enabled  him  to 
travel  a  distance  which  took  the  early 
saints  months  to  Cover. 

“Standing  here  today  we  review  in 
our  minds  the  mighty  faith  and  works 
of  those  who  from  this  humble  beginn¬ 
ing  gave  so  much  to  help  move  the 
church  to  its  present  wondrous  stature; 
and  more  importantly,  we  behold 
through  the  eye  of  faith  a  vision  of  its 
sure  and  glorious  future,”  he  said. 

President  Kimball  said  the  history 
of  the  church  is  essentially  the  history 
of  its  individual  members.  “One  of  the 
best  ways  to  celebrate  righteous

history  is  to  make  more  righteous 
history.” 

The  satellite  broadcast  of  President 
Kimball’s  address  from  Fayette  was 
shown  on  two  17-foot  screens  hanging 
in  the  historic  Tabernacle  on  Temple 
Square. 

Sessions  of  the  conference  were  also 
broadcast  world-wide  by  radio  and 
television  to  other  members  of  the 
church.  President  Kimball  quoted  the 
prophet  Joseph  Smith  as  he  said, 
“...the  standard  of  truth  has  been  erec¬ 
ted  and  no  unhallowed  hand  can  stop 
the  work  from  progressing,  ...  the  truth 
of  God  will  go  forth  boldly,  nobly,  and 
independent,  till  it  has  penetrated 
every  continent,  and  sounded  in  every 
ear,  till  the  purposes  of  God  shall  be 
accomplished...” 

“What  is  the  explanation  for  the 
growth  and  amazing  influence  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints?,”  asked  Elder  Hugh  W.  Pin- 
nock,  of  the  First  Quorum  of  the 
Seventy.  ...  the  Redeemer  and  other 
heavenly  messengers  personally 
restored  the  everlasting  gospel  to  the 
earth,”  he  said.  “The  plain  fact  is  that 
we  believe  the  very  same  principles 
that  were  revealed  to  the  prophets  ever 
since  the  world  began... 

Looking  back  on  150  years  of  growth, 
President  Kimball  said,  “We  want  to 
keep  faith  with  that  small,  but  noble 
band  of  souls  who  assembled  in  the 
Peter  Whitmer  home  150  years  ago  for 
the  purpose  of  formally  organizing  the 
church.  We  can  keep  faith,  in  part,  by 
helping  the  church  to  grow  in  numbers 
and  also  in  spirituality  ...  Let  us,  then, 
press  on  confidently  in  the  work  of  the 
Lord  as  we  look  forward  to  the  glorious 
years  of  promise  ahead.”
